FOREIGN. — 

EGYPT's TROUGLE, 

The Reserves Answering the Call—The 
Powers Willing to Leave the Egyp- 
tian Question Separate from the 
Suez Canal— Europeans Huve Left 
Suez—Arabi still Intrenching— Eu- 
glish Troops at the Mercy of Inter- 
preters. 

Lonpon, August 3. 

In the House of Commons to-day 
Sir Arthur D. Hayter. junior lord 
treasury, said the government was 
without official informktion concern- 
ing the alleged misconduct of the 
company of the sixteenth rifles guard- 
ing the post in fresh water canal, but 
according to private advices the fore- 
mest picket, consisting of a corporal 

and six men, was attacked by 100 

Bedowins in the middle of the night. 

The picket retired, fiiring as it with- 


drew. There is no doubt but that the 
corporal and his men did their duty 
and done it accordiog to instructions, 
The manner in which the reserves 
are answering the call summoning 
them is considered as most satisfact- 
ory. To-day is the last day they have 
of joining their colors. It is believed 
that over 10,000 men will join. 
BERLIN, August 3. 
It is reported that the Powers are 
willing to leave the Egyptian question 
separate from the question of the Suez 
canal. The mere arrangement be- 
tween Turkey and England is subject 
to the final assent of Europe. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, August 3. 
The British Ambassador bas sent 
another note to the Porte insisting up- 
on the issuance of a proclamation de- 
claring Arabi Pasha a rebel, and sta- 
ting otherwise the landing of Turkish 
troops in Egypt cannot take place. 
He still hopes the proclamation will 
be made before or at the moment of 
the arrival of the Turkish troops in 
Egypt. War vessels with arms, am- 
munition, and 18,000 troops will leave 
to-day or to-morrow for Egypt. Ata 
sitting of the Couference to-day Onon, 
the Russian Representative, and Said 
Pasha, the Turkish Delegate, made 
declarations in behalf of their respect- 
ive Governments. Lord Dufferin ex- 
plained England’s action at Alexan- 
dua. He said the forte had been de- 
stroyed solely. England's sole ob 
ject was to restore peace and order, to 
secure free navigation of the Suez Ca- 
nal and restore the authority of the 
Khedive. While reserving liberty of 
action, events might render it necessa- 
ry for England to accept the co opera- 
aod power already given it. Lord 
Dufferin added: We also accept the 
Sultan's friendly aid. We are glad to 
be relieved of the unceftuinty regard- 
ing the real ‘intentions of the Sultan, 
caused by the decoration bestowed 
upon Arabi Pasha. We still require 
that a proclamation be issued suppert- 
ing the authority of the Khedive de- 
claring Arabi Pasha a rebel.” 
Port Sal, August 8. 
Turkish men-of-war strongly occupy 
the Suez canal here and at Ismalia and 
Suez. All Europeans have left Suez. 
Only four French men-of-war remain 
on Egyptian wuters. 
LoN DON, August 3. 
An official telegram from Alexan- 
dria says: The left front of the picket 
guard was driven in by Arabi Pasha's 
cavalry yesterday morning. The 
picket maintained its position 80 yards 
in the rear of the original post, firing 
furiously. Arabi’s cavalry finally 
withdrew, and the post was reoccupied. 
An Alexandria dispatch, with refer- 
ence to the surprise of the British 
troops yesterday morning, says: The 
enemy came up stealthily towards the 
picket lines under a thick cover of 
mist, which prevented them being 
seen, while their horses’ foottails were 
deadened by deep sand. The skirm- 
ish has had the effect of checking 
Bedouin looters. The enemy’s real 
position is six miles. away from the 
British line, and is still entrenching.

MURDERED, 
A Fight Between two Drunken Men 

| Resulw in a Broken Neck and a 

Charge of Murder. 

Last evening Wm. Adams, better
